MOTTO ON OUR COINS. 


Two mottoes have appeared on 


many of the coins of the United 
States, the one from almost the be- 
ginning of the national coinage, the 
other since the Civil War. 
Neither, 


however, lias -had an uninterrupted 
history, nor has either been employed 
on all denominations of the series. 


The motto "E Pluribus Unum" was 


first used on the coins of 1795 when 
the type of the half eagle presented 
the main features of the great seal 
on the scroll of which the motto be- 
longs. 


This motto, however, had appeared 


on the New Jersey cent of 1786, and 
on the copper cent or token "Iminun- 
is Columbia" of 1787. 
Reversed to 


read "Unum E. Pluribus" it is found 
on the Brasher Doubloon of 1787. 
The re'ligious motto "In God we 
Trust" first appeared on the coins of 
the country in 1864. 
It owes its 


presence there largely to the increas- 
ed religious sentiment in the dreaded 
crisis of the Civil War. 
The then 


secretary of the Treasury received so 
many appeals from devout people all 
01 er the country urging that the 


ttjr be recognized in suitable man- 


ner oa^aur coins as on coin® of other 
aatidns that he addressed a-letter to 
the Director of the mint at Philadel- 
phia on the subject; As a result pat- 
:erns of the half dollar and half eagle 
prepared in 1863 have the bust of 
Washington on the obverse side and 
the legend "God and our Country." 


But bhe familiar form "In God we 


Trust" was finally decided upon and 
it first appeared on a new 2-cent 
piece in 1864.—Chilton Times.

The Shawno County Journal says 


that it has learned thru the depart- 
ment at Neopit that the supreme 
court has handed down a decision 
that it is unlawful to sefll intoxica- 
ting liquors to any person of Indian 
blood, 
whatever, 
irrespective 
ot 


whether>or not the person,or Indian 
is a citizen.

considered lawful to sell such bever- 
ages to Indians provided they had be- 
come citizens. The sale to the Men- 
ominees and other tribes, actually on 
reservations or on reservation rolls, 
has been prohibited for many years, 
and that such sale is unlawful has 
been understood and accepted by all 
dealers. This new decision puts a 
different aspect to the rule. 
By it 


the Stockbridges, the Oneida's and 
all other Indians come into the pro- 
hibited class. The Federal govern- 
ment has declared its intention of 
eraforcing this new ruling to the let- 
ter.

MOTTO ON OUR COINS. 


Two m-ottoes have appeared on 


many of the coins of the United 
States, the one from almost the be- 
ginning of -the national coinage, the 
other since the Civil War. 
Neither, 


however, lias -had an uninterrupted 
history, nor has either been employed 
on all1 denominations of the series. 


The motto "E Pluribus Unum" was 


first -used on the coins of 1795 when 
the type of the half eagle presented 
the main features of the- great seal 
on the. scroll of which the motto be- 
.longs. 
This-motto,-howover, had appeared 


on the New Jersey cent o'f 1786, and 
on Ohc copper cent or token "l-mmim- 
is Columbia" of 1787. Reversed to 
read "Unum E. Pluribus" it is found 
on the 'Brasher Doubloon of 1787. 
The re'llglous motto "In God we 
Trust" 'first appeared on the coins of 
tlie .country in 1864. 
It owes its 


presence there largely to the increas- 
ed religious sentimentt in the dreaded 
crisis'of the Civil War. 
The then 


secretary of the Treasury received so 
many .appeals from devout people all 
oveir sthe country urging that the 
D'j.ity be recognized In suitable man- 
'nbr o'in.-iour coins as on coins of other 
nati'&if^.that J\e .addressed a.-letter to 
the Director of the mint at Philadel- 
phia on the subject; As a. result pat- 
terns of the half dottar and half eagle 
prepared in 1863 have the bust of 
Washington oh the obverse side and 
the legend "God and our Country." 


But the familiar form "In God we 


Trust" was finally decided upon and 
it first appeared on a new 2-cent 
piece in 1864,—Chilton Times.

MOTTO ON OUR COINS. 


Two mottoes have appeared on 


many of the coins of the United 
States, the one from almost the be- 
ginning of the national coinage, the 
other since the Civil War. 
Neither, 


however, has -had an uninterrupted 
history, nor has either been employed 
on all denominations of the series. 
The motto "E Pluribus Unum" was 


first used on the coins of 1795 when 
the type of the half eagle presented 
the main features of the great seal 
on the scroll of which the motto be- 
longs. 
This motto, however, had appeared 


on the New Jersey cent of 1786, and 
on the copper cent or token "Immu.r>- 
is Columbia" c-f 1787. Reversed to 
read "Unum E. Pluribus" it is found 
on the Brasher Doubloon of 1787. 
The religious motto "In God we 
Trust" first appeared on the coins of 
the country in 1864. 
It owes its 
presence there largely to the increas- 
ed religious sentiment in the dreaded 
crisis of the Civil War. 
The then 
secretary of the Treasury received so 
many appeals from devout people all 
over the country urging that the 
De.'ty, be recognized in suitable man- 
ner p'n>-our coins as on coins of other 
nation* that he addressed a letter to 
the Director of the mint at Philadel- 
phia on the subject: As a. result pat- 
terns of the half dollar and half eagle 
prepared in 1863 have the bust of 
Washington on the obverse side and 
the legend "God and our Country." 


But the familiar form "In God we 
Trust" was finally decided upon and 
it first appeared on a new 2-cent 
piece ia 1864.—Chilton Times.

AGED COUPLE DIE 


WITHIN AN HOUR 


The people of Grand Rapids were 
shocked on Sunday morning to hear 
oi the sudden and unexpected death 
of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Pfeiffer, as both' 
of them had been enjoying their us- 
ual health the day before, and had 
betn out on Saturday evening to- 
gether, and had attetnded one of the 
local picture shows. 
It seems that Mr. Pfeiffer was af- 


fected by a stroke of apoplexy about 
four o'clock Sunday morning and that 
Mrs. Pfeiffer discovered his condi- 
tion and called Dr. Boorman to at- 
tend the sick man. When the doctor 
arrived only a short time afterward 
he found Mr. Pfeiffer dead, and Mrs. 
Pfeiffer dying, it being evident that 
Mrs. Pfeiffer had been stricken with 
heart failure, which was brought on 
by the death of her husband. 
Jlr. and Mrs. Pfeiffer have been 


residents of this city during the past 
twenty years, Mr. Pfeiffer being OS 
years of age, and Mrs. Pfeiffer 60. 
Mr. Pfeiffer came here to take charge 
of the %vater works plant in the city 
and has remained in the capacity of 
superintendent ever since. 
He has 


been at his daily work right along, 
nltho he has not been as well as way 
supposed by those who saw him about 
his business on the street, having 
been troubled with asthma more of 
'less, which at times made it very hard 
for him to be ar<3und. He was a re- 
markable man, and took as much in- 
terest in his work and looked out for 
the interests of the city with the same 
care that he would have done had it 
been his own personal business. Mrs. 
Pfeiffer had often expressed the wish 
to her friends that she might die at 
the same time that her husband did, 
and it is a remarkable circumstance 
that they passed to the great beyond 
within a few minutes of each other. 


Owing to advancing age Mr. Pfeiff- 


er had made up his mind to retire 
from active life, and with this end 
in view had tendered his resignation 
to the city some time ago, altho no 
action had been taken, on the matter 
at the time his death occurred. 
The funeral was held on Tuesday 


morning at 9:30 o'clock from the 
home and at 9:30 from SS. Peter and 
Paul church, Rev. Wm. Reding con- 
ducting the services. 
The remains 


were shipped to Beaver Dam on the 
noon train over the St. Paul roal, to 
be interred at their old home.

ALL INDIANS IMMUNK 


The Shawno County Journal «iys 


that it has learned thru the depart- 
ment at Neoplt that the supreme 
court has handed down a decision 
that It is unlawful to sell intoxica- 
ting liquors to any person of Indian 
blood, 
whatever, 
irrespective 
of 


whether or not the person .or Indian 
is a citizen. 
This decision Is im- 


portant in that H has always been 
considered lawful to sell such bever- 
ages to Indian* provided they had be- 
come citizens. The sale to the Mon- 
ominees and other tribes, actually on 
reservations or on reservation rolls, 
has been prohibited for many years, 
and that such sale is un'iawful has 
been understood and accepted by all 
dealers. 
This new decision puts a 


different a-spect to the rule. 
By it 


the Stock bridges, the Onefila'a and 
all other Indians come into the pro- 
hibited class. 
The Federal govern- 
ment has declared its intention of 
enforcing this new ruling to the let- 
ter.

Baker, former mayor of Cleveland, 
has been selected by President Wilson 
as secretary of war to succeed Llndley 
M. Garrison. 


Mr. Baker was a follower of Mayor 


Tom Johnson of Cleveland when the 
latter was in the height of his power. 
He was subsequently elected mayor 
himself. He recently declined to run 
again. 
Mr. Baker was a Wilson tup- 


porter In tbo Democratic convention 
at Baltimore and Is understood to 
have declined appointment as secre- 
tary of the interior three years ago. 


Mr. Baker has accepted the position 


and is arranging his affairs in Cleve- 
land preparatory to coming to Wash- 
ington to take up his duties. 


Tha president and Mr. Baker have 


been close friends for some time and 
havo corresponded 
frequently. 
Mr. 


Baker is said by his friends to be In 
close sympathy with the president's 
policies and is known to have had the 
support of several members of the 
cabinet for tho war office. 


Mr. liaker is forty-four years old. 


Be was born at Martinsburg, W. Va., 
and at the age of twcny-Qve was ap- 
pointed private secretary to I'oslmas- 
ter General Wilson in President Cleve- 
land's cabinet. 
In 1897 he began the 


practice of law at Martinsburg, but 
not long thereafter moved to Cleve- 
land, where he became city solicitor 
in 1002. 
He held this office for ten 


years until his election as mayor 
after tho death of Tom L. Johnson. 
In 131-1 ho was re-elected mayor for 
a two-year term. Mr. Baker in July, 
19C2, married Miss Elizabeth Leopold 
of Pottsdam, Pa. 


Mr. Baker has received 
degrees 


from Johns Hopkins and Washington 
and Leo universities. 


At the time of the Baltimore conven- 


tion when President Wilson was nom- 
inated Mr. Baker was prominently 
mentioned for tho vice-presidency be 
cause of the fight he made in support 
of Mr. Wilson. 


Mr. Baker has been known for years 


as a leader of the Ohio bar and is 
highly regarded by the president as 
a lawyer.

lands" and later "flro lands," -because 
moat of the sufferers had been losers 
by flm In early times the phrase "Gro 
lands", was sometimes used In deeds 
in describing tho location of land in 
tho tract referred t<x - Philadelphia 
Press.

NORTH OF THE ARCTIC CIRCLE 


Investigation. Has Shown That Agri- 


culture May Very Well Be Car- 


ried On in the Region. 


That crop production may be prac- 


ticed north of the Arctic circle is one 
of the interesting facts brought out 
by a report on a reconnoissance soil 
survey in "Alaska. This embodies the 
results of a study of the soils of a 
vast area in Alaska by experts of the 
bureau of soils, made for the purpose 
of determining the possibilities of 
agricultural development. 


It was found that gardening is car- 


ried on and grass thrives in Alaska, 
up to and north oi '.he Arctic circle. 
In addition it .is shown, that the cli- 
mate and soils of Finland are very 
similar to those of Alaska, the lati- 
tude of the two regions being practi- 
cally identical. In Finland a number 
of crops are grown at a considerable 
distance north of the Arctic circle. 
Barley, for example, is generally 
grown as far north as 68 degrees 
30 minutes, or 2 degrees north of 
the circle.

HE AWAITS AN OPPORTUNITY 


Possibility of Ending the War Always 


in President's Mind, but He Knows 
the Fighting Nations Are Not Ready 
to Quit.' 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—l*'rom Lime to time the 


Whita House receives petitions Crorn 
peace and church societies and from 
organizations which are devoted to 
sociological endeavor, urgiug the pres- 
ident to intervene in behalf ot peace 
on the other side of the water. Some 
months ago these petitions were re- 
ceived in Washington in great num- 
bers. Then for a time comparatively 
tew came, but recently it is said there 
lias been an increase in the bi/ic of the 
peace-petitioning mail bag. 


It can be said that the possibility 


ot bringing about peace has been in 
President Wilson's mind ever since the 
war began, 
ll is generally believed 


in Washington, however, that Mr. Wil- 
son leela lie cannot UiKe up such a 
matter at the present time, for unques- 
tionably he thinks the iruions en- 
gaged in lighting one anolhcr would 
consider such a proposal :u this lime 
as something like an impiTtiiHMice. 


Those who seem lo know Mr. Wil- 


son's views &ay he lias his eje and 
heart watching and waiting for a 
peace-proposing opportunity, hut that 
he has had no illusions on the sub- 
ject. It can be taken for granted that 
the president wants to bring about 
peace for tho sake of peace, and, of 
course, it is natural to suppose ho 
realizes it would be a mast or stroke 
for his administration if it were to be 
the chief instrument in making war- 
ring men lay down their arms. 


When Japan and Hussia were light- 


ing each other twelve years ago, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, who was then presi- 
dent of the United States, lound out 
that both of tho warring nations were 
willing to listen to peace proposals 
and then he succeeded in bringing 
about the conference at Portsmouth, 
N. H., which resulted in the signing 
of a peace treaty by the two nations. 


Not Yet Ready for Peace. 


Mr. Roosevelt felt bis way toward 


making his proposals. It seems lo he 
unquestionably true that Mr. Wilson 
lias felt his way likewise in the pres- 
ent instance, but that Jie has found 
tho way led up against a stone wall. 
Here is the way one Washington of- 
ficial has put the matter: 


"Peace proposals by pacilisls. peace 


ships loaded with amity lovers from 
bow to stern, tracts with the Golden 
Rule emblazoned on them, the wails 
of war widows and orphans and all 
other things born of sympathy and 
good will, it is folt today by the admin- 
istration and its advisers, will be of no 
avail, because of the stern fact that 
the fighting nations are not ready for 
peace." 


It might be said without much dan- 


ger of going wrong tllat the central 
powers today would be willing to sub- 
mit to peace negotiations because of 
their favored position at the present 
time. Germany and Austria aro in 
possession 
o£ Belgium, a part of 


France, parts of other countries and 
tho whole of some of the smaller 
states. Therefore Washington recog- 
nizes that the central powers are in 
a good position to be willing that 
peace should come. 


On the other hand, there is every in- 


dication that neither the English nor 
the French, nor tho Russians, nor Uie 
Italians would look on peace proposals 
at the present time as anything but 
proposals to bring to them misfortunes 
worse than war itselt. Ill other words, 
the allied countries probably would 
hold that even.to consider peace at 
this moment would be tantamount to 
intimating a willingness to give up 
territory and to stop the war at a, 
loss not only of territory, 
but of 


prestige. 


Foreign Affairs Political Issue. 


Iftor a year and a half after the 


ropean war broke out virtually all the 
members of congress seemed to feel 
that the diplomatic dealings of this 
country with the belligerent nations 
should not be made subjects o[ par- 
tisan debate. This feeling now has 
passed, to a considerable extent, and 
the foreign policies of the government 
are being made the subject of heated 
discussion in both houses of congress. 


The Democrats say the Republicans 


first made the foreign matters a po 
litical issue, and the Hepublfcai s re- 
tort that the weak methods of han- 
dling foreign matters forced over-the- 
sea relations into the political field, 
and that the people, taking tho matter 
up, made their senators and repre- 
sentatives follow suit. 


Blihu Root made his speech in New 


York city at the unofficial convention 
o fthe Republican party. He attacked 
the administration's foreign policy. A 
few days afterward Senator Lewis of 
Illinois delivered himself in the senate 
of an address in support of the ad- 
ministration's diplomatic dealings, and 
in his speech he charged the Republic- 
ans with trying to make political capi- 
tal out of matters which had no place 
in politics. 


Then came the speech of Senator 


Lodge, Republican, of Massachusetts, 
in which he - criti- ized sharply tho 
Btato 
department's 
dealing and, 


over the shoulder of the state depart- 
ment, the directing influence o£ Pres- 


ident Wilson. Senator Sterling ol 
South Dakota nlso mailo a speech 
along the Lodge lines, and both these 
speeches were similar In spirit lo tbose 
made by Mr. Root in Xew York city. 


Preparedness Also Political.

Investigation Has Shown That Agri-

Not Yet Ready for Peace. 


.Mr. Roosevelt felt his way toward 


making his proposals. 
It seems to be 


unquestionably true that Mr. Wilson 
has felt his way likewise in the pres- 
ent instance, but t h a t Jio bus found 
tho way led up against a stone wall. 
Here is the way one Washington of- 
ficial has put the matter: 


"Peace proposals by pacifists, peuc-c 


ships loaded with amity lovers from 
bow to stern, tracts with tin: Golden 
Rule emblazoned on them, the wails 
of war widows and orphans and all 
other things born of sympathy and 
good will, it is felt today by the admin- 
istration and its advisers, will be of no 
avail, because of the stern fact, that 
the lighting nations aro not ready for 
peace." 


It might be said without much dan- 


ger of going wrong tliat the central 
powers today would be willing to sub- 
mit to peace negotiations because of 
their favored position at thu present 
time. Germany and Austria are in 
possession 
of 
Belgium, a 
part of 


France, parts of other countries and 
the whole of some of thu smaller 
states. Therefore Washington recog- 
nizes that the central powers are in 
a. good position to be willing that 
peace should come. 


On the other hand, ihera is every In- 


dication that neither thu Kngllsh nor 
the French, nor the Russians, nor the 
Italians would look on peace proposals 
at the present time as anything but 
proposals to bring to them misi'ortunes 
worse than war itself. 
In otl.cr words, 


the allied countries probal;ly would 
hold that even to consider peace at 
this moment would be tantamount to 
intimating a willingness to give up 
territory and to stop tiie war at a 
loss not only of territory, but of 
prestige. 


Foreign Affairs Political Issue. 


For a year and a half after the Eu- 


ropean war broke out virtually all the 
members of congress seemed to feel 
that the diplomatic dealings of this 
country with the belligerent nations 
should not be made subjects oC par- 
tisan debate. This feeling now has 
passed, to a considerable extent, and 
the foreign, policies of the government 
are being made the subject of heated 
discussion in both houses of congress. 


The Democrats say the Republicans 


first made the foreign matters a po- 
litical issue, and the Republicans re- 
tort that the weak methods of han- 
dling foreign matters forced over-the- 
sea relations into the political lield, 
and that the people, taking the matter 
up, made their senators and repre- 
sentatives follow suit. 


Elihu Root made his speech In New 


York city at the unofficial convention 
o fthe Republican party. 
He attacked 


the administration's foreign policy. A 
few days afterward Senator Lewis of 
Illinois delivered himself in the senate 
Qf an address in support of the ad- 
ministration's diplomatic dealings, and 
in his speech he charged the Republic- 
ans with trying to make political capi- 
tal out of matters which had no place 
in politics.

But already wood 
IK being replaced by cheaper build- 
ing materials and farmers have be<?n 
compelled (o give attention to fertil- 
isation and to crop rotation to con- 
serve and resuscitate soil production. 


When there were but comparative- 


ly few inhabitants in this vast count- 
ry no attention'was needed or given 
to sanitation, When the site of an 
Indian settlement became fou'l, the 
inhabitants needed but to pick up 
their houses and move them to a 
now location, 
When there wero but 


few of them, the early white se'tlnrs 
also could be comparatively Indiffer- 
ent to sanitation. 
Pollution of 
."-oil 


and water was of little momont when 
distances between Inhabitants wero 
great. What chance for example had 
a typhoid germ of reaching a victim 
when the odds were a million to one 
lhat the drop of water which con- 
tained It would never touch human 
lips? 


But "the good old days" are gone! 
Today-, spaces In America are rap-, 


idly becoming crowded, and distances 
even in rural sections, are being prac- 
tically annihilated by steam and elec- 
tric railroads, and by high speed 
automobiles. 
Already our larg« cit- 


ies have been forced—forced by cir- 
cumstances—to give attention to mu- 
nicipal sanitation. 
It Is unfortunate 


that as a people we need to be forced 
by calamities to give thought to pro- 
leclive agencies, but so it has usually 
been. But we are learning gradually. 
The campaigns against consumption 
and the terribly high baby d-oath 
rates are getting the facts home that 
altogether too many innocent victims 
are being sacrificed to Ignorance and 
Indifference. 
And so large, wealthy 


municipalities 
are 
providing ade- 


quately manned and adequately fin- 
anced health departments. 


And just as the telephone, the 


water system, the Ighting plant, and 
the automobile were slezed upon by 
Ihe farmer as he found that they 
were usefu.1 or a,s necessary to him 
as to his city brother, so will he soon 
be demanding for his children, Ijis 
wife, and himself, life and health 
conserving machinery suited to' the 
needs and limitations of rural life 
and he will pay the price just as 
readily as he has for other luxuries 
and necessities. 


At present many smaLl' Wisconsin 


municipalities which have had a dem- 
onstration of what a visiting nurse 
attached to the health department 


or school system could do to makq 


life and health more safe for the ris- 
ing generation, are offering and pay- 
Ing good salaries for permanent ser- 
vice.

ticularly susceptible to 
respiratory 


complications and: should properly 
observe tvery hygenic rule. 
Inflam- 


jnatlon of the upper air passages, 
pharyngitis, bronchitis, and tonsilli- 
tis, often predispose to the develop- 
ment of the 
disease, 
particularly 


among tho aged and InQrm. 
The 


iicute contagious diseases of child- 
hood, more especially measles and 
whooping cough, frequently prepare 
the way for pneumonia. Anyone who 
thru neglect or carelessness permits 
the fipread. of those Infections jis 
therefore open to the severest con- 
demnation. 
Exhausting disease of 


whatever nature, is often sufficient 
to so reduce our resistance that we 
are unablo to cope with organ'sms 
which should be easily overcome, and 
henco predisposes to the infection. 


Debility, 
either 
temporary 
or 


chronic, developing from any cause, 
Increases suspeciibility. 
Because of 


this the disease most oflen attacks 
thosu at the extremes of life. Among 
debilitutlng influences must be men- 
tioned cold, exposure to penetrating 
winds, and the chilling of body sur- 
faces as a result of wetting, 
The 


combination 'jack of food and fatigue 
proves particularly disastrous dur- 
ing the winter season and is a con- 
dition to be avoided whenever pos- 
s'blo. 
Bad housing, mental or phy- 


slcial harassment, aad overwork are 
alike in tho advance agents of the in- 
fection, Overcrowding, In street cars, 
theatres, and other public places, is 
unquestionably In part responsible 
for the spread of pneumonia in cities, 
as far greater opportunity is thus 
offered for the dissemination of the 
predisposing diseases through indis- 
criminate coughing aud other means 
of droplet infection, as 'well as the 
direct injurious •effects which inevit- 
ably result from exposure to such 
cnvlornment. 
The over heating of 


rooms is also seemingly 'harmful. 
Promiscuous expectoration may be, 
and probably is, a factor in iuf-LCtion 
and consequently should be avoided 
by every citizen. A remaining most 
mportant agent should he mention- 
ed,—alcohol, It is in truth the hand- 
naiden of pneumonia, and there is 
lone more certain or more sure of 
success, especially If liberally 
and 


continuously used. 


While the foregoing facts consti- 


uto, 
in part our knowledge of the 


•easons for the widespread dissemin- 
ation of any infection which carries 
ivith it a mortality of from ten to 
hirty percent, it shou.ld be remem- 
bered that our scientific data are not 
•et complete, 
There are prob'lms 


connected with Immunity, predlsposi- 
ion, and the occurouce of epidemics 
vhlch are yet to be solved. 
It is 


cnown that pneumonia frequently at- 
acks those that are perfectly well, 
and who apparently have, observed 


very hygonic rule. Whether this is 
.ue to the Increased virulence of tho 
rganlsm or to other causes is unex- 
jlained. 
It is, however, recognized 


hat avoidance of the factors so brief- 
y enumerated will in large part dim- 
nlsh individual susceptibility and 
therefore the incidence of the dis- 
ease.

Tho forestry branch of the newly 


created conservation commission de- 
sircis to co-operate with the owners 
of woodlots and timber tracts and is 
now prepared to give special atten- 
tion to the d'fferent phases of forest- 
ry that are of interest to thosei who 
desire to Improve their wooded or 
bare areas by planting trees or by 
introducing practical forestry meth- 
ods, 


On request to the commission an 


expert forester will make a personal 
examination of the land in company 
with the owner or tenant, or farm su- 
perintendent. 
Where the tracts are 


small the entire area will be carefully 
cruised and such trees marked for 
cutting as wou-ld bring about the de- 
sired results from a standpoint of 
proper 
forestry practice. 
If the 


tracts are onehundred acres or more 
in extent, the forester will lay off 
samplei plots of suitable size to dem- 
onstrate the proper handling of the 
woods In each type of the stand and 
trees of undesirable species will be 
mark-old for removal. 
Recommenda- 


tions for management of uhe areas, 
uo matter how small, will be embod- 
ied in a brief report and forwarded 
to the owner as soon as practicable 
after the examination. 


Simillarly, advice wil'i be given as 


to the best methods of replanting of 
open lands, the replanting of areas 
cut over,, planting among thin stands 
and under planting to preserve or 
create good conditions. 


The more Important features of a 


planting plan are: Location, area of 
site to be planted, purpose of plant- 
ation, detailed recommendations for 
planting, which include cost of plant 
stock, cost of planting, method of 
planting, care and protection, species 
and spacing and methods of subse- 
quent treatment. 


The commission is also g'lad to 


furnish a speaker for any organiza- 
;ion wishing to arrange a lecture on 
'orestry. It Is urged that wherever 
possible the meeting be; proceeded or 
followed) by a flfcld excursion, \in 
which the lecturer can. make final 
suggestions, as a fiefld'trip greatly in- 
creases the helpfulness of a meeting. 
Application for advice and co-oper- 
ation should be addressed to the con- 
servation commission, Madison, Wis. 
The only expense connected with the 
inspection and lecturo work will be 
the necessary traveling. expenses and 
maintenance from the nearest pre- 
vious inspection.

SHALL PREPAREDNESS 


BE PAID BY LABOR? 


From speech of C. H. Tavennor of 


Illinois, in The House of Representa- 
tives, 
Wednesday, 
December 
11, 


1915. 


It is proposed to meet the cost of 


"preparedness" by taxes on sugar, 
on gasoline, and by other direct taxes 
which bear htavily on labor. 
It is 


also proposed to continue the present 
indirect taxes on the things the peo- 
ple use which yield $020,000,000 a 
year. 
It is proposed to burden the 


worker and the farmer by taxes on 
the things they consume, and spend 
the proceeds on ornament, with col- 
ossal profits to the armament ring, 
for an Army and Navy to protect 
principally the things that privilege 
owns. 
First, Why tax labor when, accord- 


ing to the reports of the Commis- 
sioner on Industrial Relations, from 
between one-third and one-fourth of 
the male workers 18 years of age and 
over in factories and mines earn less 
than $10 per week, while from two- 
thirds to three-fourth's earn less than 
$15 per week; when two per cent of 
the people own sixty per cent of the 
wealth, and 65 per cent own only 
5 per cent of the wealth. 


Why not compel 2 per cent of the 


people to pay 60 per cent of the taxes 
instead of making the great mass of 
th<; people, who own 5 per cent, pay 
95 per cent of the taxes? 


Second, Why tax 'labor when war- 


munition stocks have increased in 
value in one year by $866,000,000? 


Third, Why tax incomes in Amer- 


ica but $80,000,000, when incomes in 
Great Britian, even before the war, 
paid $236,245, 000? 
England con- 


tains less than one-half of our popu- 
lation and wealth. 


All told, England taxed wealth, 


incomes, and Inheritances to the ex- 
tent of $380,115,000, and collected 
45 per cent o£ her total revenues 
from these sources. Democratic Am- 
erica collected 9 per cent of its reven- 
ues from wealth, incomes and Inher- 
itances. 


Fourth, Why tax labor on its ne- 


cessities, on the things it needs to 
merely live, when inheritances have 
not as yet been taxed a penny by the 
Federal government? 


Fifth, G.-eat Britian taxes incomes 


up to thirty-three and one-third per 
cent for war purposes; Germany lev- 
ies taxes for imperial purposes, for 
state pupcse.?, and for municipal pur- 
poses as well; tho combined rate 
running often to 15 or 20 per cent. 
Democratic America taxes incomes 
from 1 per cent to 7 per cent, the 
mnximun up to $100,000 being 4 per 
cent. 


A tax of $10 to the wage earner 


means give up clothes, food from 
his table, possibly the doctor for his 
children. A tax of $10,000 to a man 
with an 
income of 
$100,000, or 


$100,000 to a man enjoying an in- 
come of $500,000 means no sacrifice 
whatever. 


Sixth, Why tax labor, when an ad- 


ditional tax of ] per cent on the gross 
earnings of railroads, public service 
corporations, mines, and other public 
utilities would yield $50,000,000. 
It 


cou'id be easily collected. 
It could 


not escape. 
In most instances it 


could not be passed on to the con- 
sumer. 


Seventh. 
Preparations 'for war 


should call for equal sacrifices. 
De- 


fense should not mean sacrifice for 
the millions, and only profits for the 
few. 
Preparations foi war mean pro- 


fits for the railroads, to mine owners, 
munition factories, banks; 
It means 


speculative values for the stock brok- 
ers and speculators. 
It means that 


the bended backs of labor will carry 
the Army and Navy, which, if the em- 
ergency arises, will be used against 
labor at home and for the protection 
of over-seas investments abroad. 


SCIENTISTS INTERESTER IN FIND 


At a recent scientific gathering, 


Professors 
Edgeworth, David and 


Wilson described a completely min- 
eralized human skull found near 
Warwick, in the Darling Downs of 
Queensland. It probably dates from 
a period when the great fossil mar- 
suptals were still living, and it is 
eiriiy than any other human remains 
hitherto found in Australia. 


WANT MILITARY ROAD. 


Win. B. Stephens, member of Con-

The phrase "fire lands" originated in 


a passege of early history, which also 
gave rise to the term "western re- 
serve." After the Revolutionary war, 
when the colonies consented to cede 
their claims to western lands to con- 
gress, Connecticut reserved from her 
cession a tract embracing a large part 
of northern Ohio. The tract thus re- 
served included the present counties of 
Truinbull, Geauga, Portage and Asli- 
tabula and became known as the west- 
ern reserve. It was settled chiefly by 
emigrants from Connecticut and was 
sometimes called New Connecticut. 
In promoting the settlement of the 
land Connecticut reserved half a mil- 
lion acres from the western end of the 
tract for bestowal npon her citizens 
who nad suffered losses daring the 
•war, and the lands embraced in this 
special reserve were called "sufferers' 
lands" and later "fire lands," because 
most of the sufferers had been losers 
by lire. In early times fie phrase "fire 
lands" was sometimes used In deeds 
In describing the location of land In 
the tract referred to. — Philadelphia 
Press.

from our own personal history. 


In 1858 the senior editor of this 


paper was cutting wood In Wisconsin 
at 25c a cord and board. 
We could 


earn by hard work 50c a day. 
We 


were paid in Wisconsin currency call- 
ed "Wild Cat" In those days. 
We 


needed a pair of pants and went to 
the store of J. J. Williams to pur- 
chase the same. 
The prlogi was ?3. 


Oh tendering pay In money that had 
been paid us the merchant threw out 
a $2 bill as worthless. 
It was on a 


broken bank. 
Right then and tHiere 


wid became a convert to sound' m-oney. 
Our education had cost us four days 
of the hardest'tabor. The losses that 
came to the farmers and laboring 
men because of the worthless state 
currency were f-tjarful. 
They were 


the ones who wene made to suffer, 


A great riot arose in Milwaukee In 


1861 because the banks of that city 
paid off the laboring men on Satur- 
day night with Wisconsin state mon- 
ey and refused to accept the same 
money on Monday. The writer was a 
private in the Fourth Wisconsin regi- 
ment, and was sent up to Milwaukee 
to quell the riot. The rioters, how- 
ever, had gutted several of the banks 
of the-ir office furniture before they 
were suppressed, We never felt like 
blaming thos^ working people for 
what they did. 
It had the effect, 


however, of soaring those banks to 
the extent that they took back the 
money they had paid out to the labor- 
ing men. 
But we wish to say that 


the gr€(atest blessing that ever .came 
to the American people came in 11862 
when the greenback national cur- 
rency and national banking law was 
enacted. From that day to this hour 
no bill holder of UncLe Sam's has 
ever lost a penny. It took the great 
Civil War to force our nation! into 
that position. 
For aUl -the years of 


peace previous we did business'with 
state currency and no financier has 
ever undertaken to tell us what we 
lost by it.—Ex. Governor Hoard in 
Fort Atkinson "Union.

Ing the eyes against accident, Dr, 
Black calls attention to the; fact that 
the largest contingent of the Indust- 
rial army is made up of agricultural 
laborers and that, with tho exception 
of the large manufacturing centers, 
the majority of scirious eye accidents 
occur on the farm. 


There would seem to be no reason 


why the farmer as well as the worker 
,in' the so-called dangerous trades 
should not make use of protective 
spectacles, "It Is not overestimating 
their efficacy to say that by their use 
ninety-five typica'J injuries out of 100 
cculd be prevented," says Dr. Black. 
"The. question of the .value of pro- 
tective glasses is one which deserves 
to be Impressed upon all classes of 
peoplo."

The phiaae "fire lands" originated in 


a passage of early history, which also 
gave rise to the term "western re- 
serve." After the Revolutionary war, 
when the colonies consented to cede 
their claims to western lands to con- 
gress, Connecticut reserved from her 
cession a tract embracing a large part 
of. northern Ohio; The tract thus re- 
served Included the present counties of 
Ii-uinbull, Geauga, Portage and Ash- 
tabula and became known as the west- 
ern reserve. It was settled, chiefly by 
emigrants from Connecticut and was 
sometimes called New Connecticut 
In promoting the settlement of the 
land Connecticut reserved half a mil- 
lion acres from the western end of the 
tract for bestowal upon her citizens 
-who had suffered losses daring the 
war. and the lands embraced In this 
special reserve were called "sufferers' 
lands" and later "fire lands," because 
most of the sufferers had been losers 
hy lira. In early times the phrase "fire 
lands" was sometimes used In deeds 
In describing the location of land In 
the tract referred to. — Philadelphia 
Press.

smooth. The reason for this is that 
some dishonest persons used to clip 
pieces off the coins, especially the 
gold ones, and then sell these scraps 
of prescious metal when they had 
saved a great many. Every year the 
nation lost large sums of money this 
way, 
and the theives would smooth 


the edges off so well that it was hard 
to find out who was guilty. The best 
way of stopping this practice was 
found to be to "mill" the edges ot 
the more valuable coins so that no 
one could pare them without letting 
It be seen at once,—Kansas City Star.

Mr. Alien found some, squash seeds 


while looking for relics among the 
ruins of one of the old cliff cities of 
the Verde Valley. 
He broke into a 


room that had been s-.aled so tightly 
that not even a mouse had been able 
to enter it in all the centuries since 
its ancient tenants forsook It. 
There 


he found some articles of pottery, a. 
few corn cobs and a dozen seeds. 


He planted the seeds last spring. 


One of them came up, and from it he 
obtained a;single squash, 'large, green 
and very warty, weighing about 25 
pounds. From that he can renew and 
perpetuate the seeds. 


It is strange to revive life out of 


the dusty decay of a forgotten epoch, 
it may be a thousand 3'ears since the 
parent of that squash wa.s eaten by 
the cliff-dwellers. 
That the germ of 


life can survive such a. vast period 
seems almost as miraculous as if one 
of the old Aztec chiefs should be 
found "perserved from decay by Ari- 
zona's wonderful climate," and re- 
stored to life in the midst of a new 
civilization.

once. Furthermore It Is significant that 
both appear among tho first eleven 
ctters of the cipher message, and not 
at all among the last forty-one

When fields were new no 


.nought of fertilization was neces- 
sary, because fertilization had been 
going on for ages. But already wood 
Is being replaced by cheaper bu-ld- 
ing materials and farmers have been 
compelled to give attention to fertil- 
ization and to crop rotation to con- 
serve and resuscitate soil production. 


When there were but comparative- 


ly few inhabitants in this vast I'ount- 
ly no attention was needed or givpn 
to sanitation. 
When the site of an 


Indian settlement became fou'l, the 
inhabitants needed but to pick up 
their houses and move them to a 
new location. When there were but 
few of them, the early white seHlr-rs 
also could be comparatively Indiffer- 
ent to sanitation. 
Pollution of 
foil 


and water was of little moment when 
distances between inhabitants were 
great. What chance for example had 
a typhoid germ of reaching a victim 
when the odds were a million to one 
that the drop of water which con- 
tained it would never touch human 
lips? 


But "the good old days" are gone! 
Today, spaces in America are rap. 


idly becoming crowded, and distances 
even in rural sections, are being prac- 
tically annihilated by steam and elec- 
tric railroads, and by high speed 
automobiles. 
Already our larg« cit- 


ies have been forced—forced by cir- 
cumstances—to give attention to mu- 
nicipal sanitation. It is unfortunate 
that as a people we need to be forced 
by calamities to give thought to pro- 
tective agencies, but so it has usually 
been. But we are learning gradually. 
The campaigns against consumption 
and the terribly high baby death 
rates are getting the facts home that 
altogether too many innocent victims 
are being sacrificed to ignorance and 
indifference. 
And so large, wealthy 


municipalities are 
providing ade- 


quately manned and adequately fin- 
anced health departments. 


And just as the telephone, the 


water system, the Iguting plant, and 
the automobile were siezed upon by 
the farmer as he found that they 
were useful or as necessary to him 
as to his city brother, so will he soon 
be demanding for his children, his 
wife, and himself, life and health 
conserving machinery suited to the 
needs and limitations of rural life, 
and he will pay the price just as 
readily as he has for other luxuries 
and necessities. 


At preisent many small Wisconsin 


municipalities which have had a dem- 
onstration of what a visiting nurse 
attached to the health department 
or school system could do to make 


life and health more safe for the ris- 
ing generation, are offering and pay- 
Ing good salaries for permanent ser-

Holding first rank in this 


category is influenza, the increased 
incidence of pneumonia at this time 
being 'largely due to the present epi- 
demic of 'a grippe. Individuals suf- 
fering from this infection are par- 
ticularly susceptible to respiratory 
complications and should properly 
observe tvery hygenic rule. Inflam- 
mation of the upper air passages, 
pharyngitis, bronchitis, and tonsilli- 
tis, often predispose to the develop- 
ment of the disease, particularly 
among the aged and infirm. 
The 


acute contagious diseases of child- 
hood, more especially measles and 
whooping cough, frequently prepare 
the way for pneumonia. Anyone who 
thru neglect or carelessness permits 
the y,pread of those Infections iis 
therefore open to the severest con- 
demnation. 
Exhausting disease of 


whatever nature, is often sufficient 
to so reduce our resistance that we 
are unable to cope with organ'snis 
which should be easily overcome, and 
hence predisposes to the infection. 


Debility, 
either 
temporary 
or 


chronic, developing from any cause, 
increases suspeotibility. 
Because of 


this the disease most often attacks 
those at the extremes of life. Among 
debilitating influences must be men- 
tioned cold, exposure to penetrating 
winds, and the chilling of body sur- 
faces as a result of wetting. 
The 


combination iack of food and fatigue 
proves particularly disastrous dur- 
ing the winter season and is a con- 
dition to be avoided whenever pos- 
s'blo. 
Bad housing, mental or phy- 


slcial harassment, and overwork are 
alike in the advance agents of the in- 
fection. Overcrowding, in street oars, 
theatres, and other public places, is 
unquestionably in part responsible 
for the spread of pneumonia in cities, 
as far greater opportunity is thus 
offered for the dissemination of the 
predisposing diseases through indis- 
criminate coughing and other means 
of droplet infection, as 'well as the 
direct injurious effects which inevit- 
ably result from exposure to such 
enviornmeut. 
The over heating of 


rooms is also seemingly 'harmful. 
Promiscuous expectoration may be, 
and probably is, a factor in infection 
and consequently should be avoided 
)y every citizen. A remaining most 
important agent should be mention- 
ed,—alcohol. It is in truth the hand- 
maiden of pneumonia, and there is 
none more certain or more sure of 
success, especially if liberally 
and 


continuously used. 


While the foregoing facts consti- 


tute in part our knowledge of the 
reasons for the widespread dissemin- 
ation of any infection which carries 
with it a mortality of from ten to 
thirty percent, it should be remem- 
bered that our scientific data are not 
yet complete. 
There are prob'ims 


connected with immunity, predisposi- 
tion, and the occuronce of epidtmics 
which are yet to be solved. 
It Is 


known that pneumonia frequently at- 
tacks those that are perfectly well, 
and who apparently have observed 
every hygenic rule. Whether this is 
due to the increased virulence of the 
organism or to other causes is unex- 
plained. 
It is, however, recognized 


that avoidance of the factors so brief- 
ly enumerated will in large part dim- 
inish 
individual susceptibility 
and 


therefore the incidence of the dis- 
ease.

The forestry branch of the newly 


created conservation commission de- 
sirus to co-operate with the owners 
of woodlots and timber tracts and is 
now prepared to give special atten- 
:ion 
to the d'fferent phases of forest- 


ry that are of interest to those who 
lesire .to improve their wooded or 
30.re areas by planting trees or by 
introducing practical forestry meth- 
ods. 


On request to the commission an 


expert forester will make a personal 
examination of the land in company 
with the owner or tenant, or farm su- 
porintendcint. Where the tracts are 
small the entire area will be carefully 
cruised and such trees marked for 
cutting as would bring about the de- 
sired results from a standpoint of 
proper 
forestry practice. 
If 
the 


tracts are onehundred acres or more 
in extent, the forester will lay off 
sample) Plots of suitable size to dem- 
onstrate the proper handling of the 
woods in each type of the stand and 
trees of undesirable species will be 
markqd for removal. 
Recommenda- 


tions for management of the areas, 
no matter how small, will be embod- 
ied in a brief report and forwarded 
to the owner as soon as practicable 
aftea1 the examination. 


Similiarly, advice will be given as 


to the best methods of replanting of 
open lands, the replanting of areas 
cut over,, planting among thin stands 
and under planting to preserve or 
create good conditions. 


The more important features of a 


planting plan are:

Who will get the pen with which 


the peace treaty will bo signed which 
shall end the present war? 


Tho collecting of historic pens has 


been quite a fad for some years past, 
especially in Europe. Tho pens with 
which peace trcatica are signed bring 
the highest prices if they happen to 
find their ways into the market, and 
there are many collectors who would 
bo willing to give thousands of dol- 
lars for the pen which shall declare 
an end to the present war of wars. 
Usually, however, such pens remain 
the property of the states concerned. 


When it became known that peace, 


had been declared between Japan nnd 
Russian pen manufacturers all over 
the world sent supplies of their pens 
to the commissioners who were en- 
gaged ,in arranging the terms, hoping 
that the document would be complet- 
ed through the agency of their wares. 
To avoid any unfair discrimination be- 
tween the pen manufacturers it was 
decided to use a quill in signing tho 
treaty. 


It was also a quill pen that was 


used in signing tho treaty of peace 
between tho 1'nited Stales and Spain 
after the war of IMS. This particular 
pen was afterward sold for $.l2. 
r). 


The pen used by the commissioners 


in signing (.he memorable Treaty of 
Paris fell into the hands of the ex- 
Empress Eugenic. Aside from its his- 
toric interest it is also of great value, 
for It is mounted in solid gold and in- 
crusted in diamonds.

farmers and sf.ck-rai^crs from the tax- 
ation.

rumor that the farmer or the farmer's 
land is bcitifl taxed to pay the cost of 
tho war.—Advertisement.

among the aged and infirm. 
The 


acute contagious diseases of child- 
hood, more especially measles and 
whooping cough, frequently prepare 
the way for pneumonia. Anyone who 
thru ntglect or carelessness permits 
the spread of those infections jis 
therefore open to the severest con- 
demnation. 
Exhausting disease of 


whatever nature, is often sufficient 
to so reduce our resistance that we

great. What chance for example had 
a typhoid germ of reaching a victim 
when the odds were a million to one 
that the drop of water which con- 
tained it would never touch human 
lips? 


But "the good old days" are gone! 
Today, spaces In America are rap- 


idly becoming crowded, and distances 
even in rural sections, are being prac- 
tically annihilated by steam and elec- 
tric railroads, and by high speed 
automobiles. 
Already our larse cit- 


ies have been forced—forced by cir- 
cumstances—to give attention to mu- 
nicipal sanitation. 
It is unfortunate 


that as a people we need to be forced 
by calamities to give thought to pro- 
tective agencies, but so it has usuaUy 
been. But we are learning gradually. 
The campaigns against consumption 
and the terribly high baby death 
rates are getting the facts home that 
altogether too many innocent victims 
are being sacrificed to ignorance and 
indifference. 
And so large, wealthy 


municipalities 
are 
providing ade- 


quately manned and adequately fin- 
anced health departments. 


And just as the telephone, tbe 


water system, the Ighting plant, ajid 
the automobile were siezed upon by 
the farmer as he found that they 
were usefu.l or as necessary to him 
as to his city brother, so will he soon 
be demanding for his children, his 
wife, and himself, life and health 
conserving machinery suited to the 
needs and limitations of rural life 
and he will pay the price just as 
readily as he has for other luxuries 
and necessities.

Among 
debilitating influences must be men- 
tioned cold, exposure to penetrating 
winds, and the chilling of body sur- 
faces as a result of wetting. 
The 


combination iack of food and fatigue 
proves particularly disastrous dur- 
ing the winter season and is a con- 
dition to be avoided whenever pos- 
s'ble. 
Bad housing, mental or phy- 


sicial harassment, and overwork are 
alike in tho advance agents of the In- 
fection. Overcrowding, in street cars, 
theatres, and othtr public places, is 
unquestionably in part responsible 
for the spread of pneumonia in cities, 
as far greater opportunity is thu 
offered for the dissemination of th 
predisposing diseases through indis 
criminate coughing and other mean 
of droplet infection, as well as th 
direct Injurious -effects which inevit 
ably result from exposure to sue" 
cnviornment. 
The over heating o 


rooms is also seemingly 'harmful 
Promiscuous expectoration may be 
and probably is, a factor in Infection 
and consequently should be avoide 
by every citizen. A remaining mos 
important agent should be mention 
ed,-—alcohol. It is in truth the hand 
maiden of pneumonia, and there i 
none more certain or more sure o 
success, especially if liberally and 
continuously used. 


While the foregoing facts consti 


tute in part our knowledge of th 
reasons for the widespread dissemin 
atiou of any infection which carries 
with it a mortality of from ten to 
thirty percent, it should be remem 
bered that our scientific data are no 
yet complete. 
There are prob'ims 


connected with immunity, predisposi 
tion, and the occuronce of epidemics 
which are yet to be solved. 
It is 


known that pneumonia frequently at- 
tacks those that are perfectly well 
and who apparently have observec 
every hygenic rule. Whether this is 
due to the increased virulence of tho 
organism or to other causes is unex- 
plained. 
It is, however, recognized 
that avoidance of the factors so brief- 
ly enumerated will in large part dim- 
inish 
individual susceptibility 
and 


therefore the incidence of the dis- 
ease.

The forestry branch of the newly 


created conservation commission de- 
sirus to co-operate with the owners 
of woodlots and timber tracts and is 
now prepared to give special atten- 
tion to the d'fferent phases of forest- 
ry that are of interest to those who 
desire Jo improve their wooded or 
bare areas by planting trees or by 
introducing practical forestry meth- 
ods. 


On request to the commission an 


expert forester will make a. personal 
examination of the land In company 
with the owner or tenant, or farm su- 
perintendcint. Where the tracts are 
small the entire area will be carefully 
cruised and such trees marked for 
cutting as would bring about the de- 
sired results from a. standpoint of 
proper 
forestry 
practice. 
If 
the 


tracts are onehundred acres or more 
in extent, the forester will lay off 
sampla plots of suitable size to dem- 
onstrate the proper handling of the 
woods in each type of the stand and 
trees of undesirable species will be 
markqd for removal. 
Recommenda- 


tions for management of the areas, 
no matter how small, will be embod- 
ied in a brief report and forwarded 
to the owner as soon as practicable 
afte.r the examination. 


Similiarly, advice will be given as 


to the best methods of replanting of 
open lands, the replanting of areas 
cut over,, planting among thin stands 
and under planting to prqserve or 
create good conditions. 
The more important features of a 


planting plan are: Location, area of 
site to be planted, purpose of plant- 
ation, detailed recommendations for 
planting, which include cost of plant 
stock, cost of planting, method of 
planting, care and protection, species 
and spacing and methods of subse- 
quent treatment. 
The commission is also glad to 


:urnish a speaker for any organiza- 
tion wishing to arrange a lecture on 
orestry. It is urged that wherever 
possible the meeting be* preceeded or 
followed1 by a fifcld excursion, \in 
which the lecturer can make final 
suggestions, as a fieffd trip greatly in- 
creases the helpfulness of a meeting. 
Application for advice and co-oper- 
ation should be addressed to the con- 
servation commission, Madison, Wls, 
The only expense connected with the 
inspection and lectura work will be 
the necessary traveling expenses and 
maintenance from the nearest pre- 
vious inspection.

In Hevore cases. Is either stringy or 
otherwise altered in. character when 
drawn and collects a yellowish color- 
ed sendimont upon standing. In 'less 
pronounced cases there may be little 
vlsable change in the milk, but an 
examination would reveal a large 
number of germs. ' 


NoninfecUous garget Is caused by 


bruises or other Injuries, or by a sud- 
den congestion of blood In the udcl'er 
as frequently occurs in heavy milkers 
and In heifers at first calving. 
Af- 


fected animals usually make a com- 
plete recovery if given one and onc- 
lialf pounds of opsom sa!its and their 
feed is restricted to that of a succu- 
lent nature. 


Tho cause of Infectious garget Is a 


germ or germs. 
When many of t'hem 


are present in the udder not only is 
the milk changed as mentioned abovo 
but the udder becomes hot and sen- 
sitive to the touch. 


Tho importance of the infectious 


form of garget rests In the fact that 
it Is not easily cured and has a ten- 
dency to recur. 
Furthermore 
the 


disease is easily conveyed to healthy 
cows thru the medium of the milk- 
ers hands or contaminated material 
of any kind, unless precautions are 
taken to avoid tho transfer of the 
germs. 


Temporary relief may be given by 


bathing the udder with hot water for 
one-half hour each morning and ev- 
ening, 
After thoroughly drying the 


surface of the udder, warm cotton- 
seed oil should bo rubbed in with the 
palm of the hand. 


A comp'leto euro Is possible in most 


ca«e-8 only by drying off at once BO 
that her system may be free to fight 
tho disease-producing germs that are 
present In the uddor.

The tip of each stick has a head like 
a match, made of resublimatod iod- 
ine GO per cent, and Iodide of potas- 
sium '10 per cent. Thels when dipped 
in water liberates an. average 10 per 
cent solution which should be applied 
freely to the cut and loft to dry. 


In using Iodine It is essential to 


remember that no wet dressing may 
he applied, Exposure to the air will 
do no harm, and tho sore shou'Jd be 
covered only when there is danger of 
It being Irritated by coming into con- 
tact with foreign bodies and thus 
becoming torn open.

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LETTER TO FATHERS. 


(Adapted from message sent out during the PIttsburg Baby Week.) 


Tradition has, In the past, left all the care of the baby to the mother. 


The conditions of our present-day society require that, In addition to pro- 
viding food, shelter, and other material things, the father must share with 
the mother the responsibility for the health of his baby. 


The following are some of the things he should understand or do: 
He should understand the importance or prospective mothers having 


good care and advice at as early a period as possible so as to insure the 
health of the mother and protect the coming baby. 


He should see that the mother has adequate care during and after the 


birth of the baby, so that the mother's health may be continued or restored 
as quickly as posslb'le, both for her own sake and that she may be able to 
give proper care to the' baby. 


He should know the importance of the mother nursing her baby. 


Breast-fed babiiss have a much greater chance of living and becoming strong, 
healthy childrtn than have bottle-fed babies. This is so Important that 
anything that would alter or lessen the mother's milk supply, such as over- 
work, excitement, .shock, or worry, should be avoided. 


If, after every effort is made, the mother's milk supply is not adequate, 


the father should know that clean, fresh cows' milk is the best substitute, 
and ghou'id see that the baby gets such milk and that the mother has the 
advice of the doctor on its preparation. 


He should know that nearly one-third of all Infant death.s occur as the 


result of digestive disturbance brought on chiefly by faulty f eding. 


He should know that soothing sirups are dangerous, that paciflceis ar 


both nec-diless and injurious, that the baby need.-} rest and regular hours o 
sk-eping ,and should not be kept up late or handled too much. 


He should know the importance of good surroundings to the baby. Th 


baby needs fresh air and sunlight as much as any piant. Like a plant, th 
uaby will droop and die if kept In a dark, close room, deprived of natare 
best health tonics—frteh air and sunlight. 


Cleanliness In and about the home IK even more important to the ball 


than to the a3ult. Baby cannot protect itself against dust, dirt, and Die 
Flies bred In the open garbage, ran or in the rubbish heap in the yard ma 
carry germs to the baby's mouth or milk and cause diarrhea or other dls 
eases. 


The father should not fail to have his baby's birth registered at th 


hoilth department. 
A certificate of birth will be necessary for school at 


tendance, going to work, inheritance, and citizenship. 


Lastly, every father should know of arid take an active part in promot 


Ing conditions in our city which will give every baby a better chance. Som 
of theso things aie better Industrial conditions, better housing, improve 
municipal sanitation, improved milk supply, milk stations, and visitin 
nurses, settlements, nurseries, and other agencies for the protection an 
conservation of Infant life. 
He should know what his own health depart 


nunt is doing.

give proper care to tlie baby. 


He should k n o w the importance of the mother nursing her baby. 


"Breast-tod babiiiH have a much greater chance of living and becoming strong, 
healthy chlldn n than have bottle-fed babies. 
This is so important that 


anything that would alter or lessen the mother's m i l k supply, such as over- 
work, excitement, shock, or worry, should be avoided. 


If, alter every effort is made, the moth'r's m i l k supply is not adequate

room for severpl hours while he was 
finishing the job with a varnish mix- 
ed with mthyl alcohol. 
Two hour 


after finishing the work his eyesight 
failed entirely and altho he finally 
recovered euough sight to barely find 
his way about, he remains a county 
charge. 
Ignorance, which is respon- 


sible for fully one-naif of the Wind- 
ness in the world (there are about 
2,500 blind persona in our own state 
aloi.o) had coat this man his indepen- 
dence and much of his enjoyment of 
life. 
The case is cited by Dr. Nelson 


M. Black of Milwaukee in a valuable 
ireatise on "Conservation of Vision" 
as one of many •emphasizing the 
point upon which oculists have bean 
nsisting for years, that all wood al- 
cohol should bo marked "Poison! 
May Cause B'lindness If Drunk or In- 
laled." 


In urging the importance of guard- 


ing the eyes against accident. Dr.

:he majority of sarious eye accidents 
occur on the farm. 


There would seem to be no reason 


why the farmer as well as the worker 
in1 the so-called dangerous trades 
should not make use of protective 
spectacles. 
"It is not overestimating 


their efllcacy to say that by their use 
ninety-five typica'l injuries out of 100 
ccuid be prevented," Bays Dr. Black. 
'The question of the value of pro- 
ective glasses is one which deserves 
to be impressed upon all classes of 
people." 


"Attention is also called to the fact 


that a fairly numerous list of eye 
accidents belong to what may be 
Oeraied household Injuries. 
If it 


seoins necessary to drive a hatchet or 
an axe into a crack, danger can be 


verted by interposing a. piece of 


wood between the two surfaces of 
mttal or by using a heavy block of 
wood instead of a hammer.

"Thp pos-ibililies inherent in this 


extension and elaboration of the key- 
square system are almost enuless in 
their variety. 
Any arrangement of 


the alphabet may be made inside the 
square, anil around tho border the 
capital or cipher letters need follow 
no sequence or any special order. But 
the result will always be the same— 
eight possible combinations to desig- 
nate any desired letter, with this tre- 
mendous disadvantage for any one try- 
in? to read the message without the 
key—that is to say, in a message of 
ordinary length the most common let- 
ters and morels need never be re- 
peated'" 


Helen made a despairing gesture.

are four clues in this cipher which 
promise that the task of solving it is 
not altogether hopeless.

"Again, subtract 9, the number of

our cryptogram, then between two Q's 
This determines a fifth cipher capita 
letter; because if A is the designate:

next th,e bottom, the capital B the 
designator at the right of the botton 
horizontal column, and C, U, B, F, G 
and H the bottom designators In se 
quence fiom right to left, I would be 
opposite B and J opposite A. Still ii 
sequence1, Q would designate at the 
top the third vertical column.

"We are pretty positive now where 


the cipher capitals belong around the 
border outside the key-square.

group the letters of the cipher mes 
sage into pairs, eliminating X and Z 
of course, every time they appear."

Among the very latest and most at 


dacious exploits of the "Secret Six 
was the theft of the Charters $40,00 
diamond dog-collar. 
This desperat 


enterprise Helen Bertel came wilhi 
an ace of witnessing, while one of th 
Sutherland operatives only narrow!

"Secret Six," their brains and leader 


During the ensuing days the daily 


papers, morning and evening, 1'airlj 
bristled with key-square cipher mes 
sages, all of which, of course, were 
translated by a Sutherland clerk to 
whom had been assigned this now 
easy detail 
Other plunder was men 


tioned from time to time; the move 
ments of different members of tr. 
"mob'' described, and it was obvious 
at all times that they were extremely 
chary of attempting to meet one an 
other at a prearranged place. 


But shortly it began to appear tha 


a big enterprise was being planned— 
indeed, that it had already been de 
termined upon, There were numerous 
references to the "coup," and more 
than once the name "Belle" was de 
ciphered. 


One of the messages, at last, was 


rendered in this fashion: 


"Big coup Jan. 2. Instructions mid 


nite New Year." 


This cipher appeared on the morn 


ing of December 22, and it was plain 
that if the "coup" were to be check 
mated no time could be lost. 


How were the instructions to be 


given? 
The issuance of newspaper 


extras at such an hour could not be 
:ounted on, and if some other me 
dium was to be used, or the "Six1 


were to attempt a rendezvous, Felix 
Hazard was one who was very anxious 
to know all about it. 


A few minutes' reflection brought 


a sly smile to his lean, hawklike 
countenance. He hastily sketched a 
key-square and set himself to the 
task of preparing a cipher message 
on his own account. He felt safe in 
doing this, for only rarely was any 
of the messages signed 


That afternoon a certain newspaper 


contained 
among its personals a 


cryptogram 
which, 
rendered 
into 


plain English, read: 


"Am being shadowed.

And the fish rose promptly to the 


bait. The very next morning a long 
cipher appeared in the colifmns of an- 
other newspaper, which, owing to its

are four clues in this cipher which 
promise that the task of solving it is 
not altogether hopeless. 
"~" I lave you counted the characters in 
our cryptogram?

are 12:> of them. In that number it is 
a bit singular, and not without cause, 
that three of the commoner letters of 
the alphabet are entirely missing—A, 
I! and I. 


"There! 
Those letters are three 


of our clues. The fourth is quite as 
significant, and all together they en- 
able us to advance with considerable 
assurance another step. 


"Let us see. 
Counting around the 


outside of the key-square, we learn 
that there are twenty-four spaces or 
column ends, opposite each of which 
is set one of the capital or cipher 
letters. This leaves two letters of the 
alphabet that are rot utilized, and my 
temporary rejection of X and 7. is not 
altogether arbitrary, as you will pres- 
ently see. 


"For one thing they are two letters 


—'A particutr.rly—that are used com- 
paratively seldom; but in our cipher 
X appears five times ana Z four; once 
XX appear in combination, and ZX 
once. Furthermore it'Is significan-t that 
both appear among the first eleven 
letters of the cipher message, and not 
at all among the last forty-one 
If X 


and Z were inserted merely to mis- 
lead and obscure, such would be the 
natural psychological tendency of the 
writer \\ith mind intent on .getting the 
correct letters for his message. 


"Again, subtract 9. the number of

".N'ow then, is it not likely that A is 


at one end or the other of either the 
last horizontal column or the one im- 
mediately above it, that I) is also a 
designator of one or the other of thes.e 
two columns and tho capital I still 
a third designator?

I believe I can determine the 


value of still a fourth cipher letter, 
the letter J. 
It appears just once in 


our cryptogram, then between two Q's. 
This determines a tiftli cipher capital

I designator at Ihe right of the bottom

"We are pretty positive now where 


the cipher capitals belong around the 
border outside the key-square. 
If, in 


addition, my arrangement ot the al- 
phabet inside the square corresponds 
with the key used by the writer of the 
cipher, the reading of his message 
means only the matter of a little time 
and trouble. 


"While 1 make a few tests you 


group the letters of the cipher mes- 
sage into pairs, eliminating X and Z, 
of course, every time they appear." 


For some minutes there was silence 


while the two bent their heads over 
their tasks. 
With the first eight or 


ten pairs of letters of the cipher be- 
fore him Hazard made several false 
beginnings; then by and by, very gent- 
ly and umlemoustratively, he leaned 
across the desk and patted Helen's 
hand.

The "Six," however, were cunnlns 


as well as daring, and Hazard intent- 
ly scanned all issues of the daily 
papers for the appearance of a cipher 
message of some sort 


Within a very few days his patience 


was rewarded by tne appearance of 
the cipher already transcribed. This 
was rapidly followed by others, all of 
which (Hazard was confident) were to 
be attributed to the "Secret Six." 


It behooved him, therefore, to solve 


the secret messages as soon as pos- 
sible. They were desperate and dan- 
gerous and there was no knowing 
what mischievous or damaging under- 
taking they might be planning to in- 
flict upon the community. 


Among the very latest and most au- 


dacious exploits of the "Secret Six" 
was the theft of the Charters $40,000 
diamond dog-collar. This desperate 
enterprise Helen Bertel came within 
an ace of witnessing, while one of the 
Sutherland operatives only narrowly 
escaped with his life. 


With this explanation, the cipher, 


as it begins to appear, becomes at 
once full of meaning and confirms all 
o£ Hazard's theories respecting it.

Other plunder was men 
tioned from time to time; the move 
ments of different members of the 
"mob'' described, and it was obvious 
at all times that they were extremely 
chary of attempting to meet one an 
other at a prearranged place. 


But shortly it began to appear that 


a big enterprise was being planned— 
indeed, that it had already been de 
termined upon. There were numerous 
references to the "coup," and more 
than once the name "Belle" was de 
ciphered. 


One of the messages, at last, was 


rendered in this fashion: 


"Big coup Jan. 2. Instructions mid- 


nite New Year." 


This cipher appeared on the morn- 


ing of December 22, and it was plain 
that if the "coup" were to be check- 
mated no time could be lost.

to Document That Will End 


Present War. 


Who will get the pen with which 
le peace treaty will be signed which 
lall end the present war? 
The collecting of historic pens has 
een quite a fad for some years past, 
specially in Europe. The pens with 
hich peace trcallen are signed bring 
he highest prices if they happen to 
ml their ways into the market, and 
lere are many collectors who would 
e willing to give thousands of dol- 
ars for the pen which shall declare 
n end to the present war of wars. 
Jsually, however, such pens remain 
ho property of. the states concerned. 


When it became known that peace 


.ad been declared between Japan and 
tussian pen manufacturers all over 
he world sent supplies of their pens 
o the commissioners who were en- 
;agecl ,in arranging the terms, hoping 
hal the document would be complct- 
d through the agency of their wares, 
'o avoid any unfair discrimination be- 
ween the pen manufacturers it was 
ecided to use a quill in signing the 
reaty. 


It was also a quill pen thai was 
sed in signing the treaty of peace 
ictwoon the United States and Spain 
ftcr tho war of 1898. This particular 
3eu was afterward sold for $12.1. 


The pen used by the commissioners 


n signing the memorable Treaty of 
'aris fell into the hands of the ex- 
impress Eugenie. Aside from its bis- 
oric interest it is also of great value, 
or It is mounted in solid gold and in- 
crusted in diamonds.

a pen that has been used in sifniing 
he reprieve of a person condemned 
to death.

It will be be.cn 
thai the whole policy is to place tho 
war expenditure taxation on those who 
nave been making big prolits and ate 
able to pay it, and to encourage) farm 
ing and slockraismg by exempting 
larmera and sf.rk-raiaers from the lux- 
ation. This ought to set at rest every 
rumor that the farmer or the farmer's 
land is being taxed to pay the cost of

first class seed corn. 
Everybody is 


aware of the fact that the corn crop 
in central Wisconsin last year was 
very much curtailed by the early frost 
that came the latter part of August. 
As a result seed corn is scarce, but 
this has not caused any anxiety am- 
ong some dealers, as they have se- 
cured quantities of 1914 corn and are 
offering this for sale. 


The one great objection to corn 


that has been held over for a year 
is the fact that it wiil not germinate 
as readily as fresh corn. 
That is a 


certain per cent of the kernels have 
died, and often not more than 50 to 
65 per cent of the seed will grow. The 
result is that the farmer pays for a 
first class seed which the unscrupu- 
lous dealer tells him has been tested 
and found to be first class, and when 
it is planted, only one-half of the seed 
germinates, and in some instances 
large- fields of corn will be so thin 
as to be practically worthless. 
I 


The only safeguard against this 


sort of swindle is for the farmer to 
test the seed himself. It may be a 
little trouble, but it will save dollars 
in the end. 


Another form of swindle is for the 


dealer to sell corn that has been raise- 
ed in Illinois and Iowa. These sorts 
of corn are all right for Illinois and 
Iowa, but they are not good for this 
part of the country, for the reason 
that they do not mature eai'iy enough 
and our seasons are too short here to 
produce enough of a crop to make it 
pay to raise them. 


For the reasons set forth above the 


farmer should be very careful of the 
seed he selects and be sure that he 
is right on the proposition. 


20 and 28. The filing law was chang- 
ed by the legislature of 1915 and now 
provides that nomination papers must 
be filed with the proper officer not 
earlier than fifteen days nor later 
than seven days before election.

Acres 
Enough" 
back-to-the-1 a n d 


movement in the conclusions drawn 
by the Department of Agriculture 
from a recent farm management sur- 
vey of Chester Co., Pa. According to 
the Department, "Forty Acres En- 
ough" barely fills the bill when gen- 
eral daily farming is in question. 


"Below forty acres," we are told, 


'the difficulties of success with the 
type of fanning most prevalent in 
this region, namely, dairying, are so 
great that only one man in sixteen 
was ab'le to make over $1000 a year 
for his labor." 


It is shown that the relative cost of 


equipment for the small farm is so 
high as to make the cost oj operation 
much greater per biishel or per pound 
of product than on larger farms of 
the same type. Of the idea on which 
so many real estate fchemes are 
based, namely that the small farm is 
ihe ideal American agriculture, the 
authors of the bulletin embodying the 
report of the survey say: 


"It is a distinct fallacy. 
Very 


small farms are difficult to make suc- 
cessful anywhere, under American 
conditions, and it is only the except- 
ional man who is equal to the task." 


In less j 
pronounced cases there may be little 
visable change in the milk, but an 
examination would reveal a large 
number of germs. 


Noninfectious garget is caused by 


bruises or other injuries, or by a sud- 
den congestion of blood in the udder 
as frequently occurs in heavy milkers 
and in heifers at first calving. 
Af- 


fected animals usually make a com- 
plete recovery if given one and one- 
half pounds of epsom salts and their 
feed is restricted to that of a succu- 
lent nature. 


The cause of infectious garget is1 a 


germ or germs. When many of them 
are present in the udder not only is 
the milk changed as mentioned above 
but the udder becomes hot and sen- 
sitive to the touch. 


The importance of the infectious 


form of garget rests in the fact that 
it is not easily cured and has a ten- 
dency to recur. 
Furthermore the 


disease is easily conveyed to healthy 
cows thru the medium of the milk- 
ers hands or contaminated material 
of any kind, unless precautions are 
taken to avoid the transfer of the 
germs. 


Temporary relief may be given by 


bathing the udder with hot water for 
one-half hour each morning and ev- 
ening. 
After thoroughly drying the 


surface of the udder, warm cotton- 
seed oil should be rubbed in with the 
palm of the hand. 


A complete cure is possible in most 


cases only by drying off at once so 
that her system may be free to fight 
the disease-producing germs that are 
present in the udder. 


IODINE FOR TREATLVG WOUNDS. 


Many inquiries reach the editor of 


this paper on how best to apply iod- 
ine to a cut or abrasion in order to 
prevent it from becoming infected. 
One of the most convenient methods 
is to use a stick impregnated with 
iodine. These can be obtained at any 
drug store. 
They come in bunches 


packed twenty in a small glass tube. 
The tip of each stick has a head like 
a match, made of resublimated iod- 
ine GO per cent, and iodide of potas- 
sium 40 per cent. Thels when dipped 
in water liberates an average 10 per 
cent solution which should be applied 
freely to the cut and left to dry. 


In using iodine it is essential to 


remember that no wet dressing may 
be applied. Exposure to the air will 
do no harm, and the sore should be 
covered only when there is danger o£ 
it being irritated by coming into con- 
tact with foreign bodies and thus 
becoming torn open.

UirKO' fields of corn w i l l l>e so thin I 
as to be practically worthless. 


The only safeguard against this 


sort of swindle is for the farmer to 
test the seed himself. 
It may ho a 


little trouble, but It will save dollars 
In the end. 
Another form of swindle is for the 


dealer to sell corn that has been raise- 
ed in I l l i n o i s and Iowa. These sorts 
of corn are all ri.uht for Illinois and 
Iowa, but they are not «oorl for this 
part of tiie country, for the reason 
that they do not mature early enough 
and our seasons ace too short hero to 
product? enough of a crop to make it 
pay to raise them.

Garget makes an appearance every 


once in a while in cows which appar- j 
enlly are in perfect health. The milk ; 
in severe cases, is either stringy or 
otherwise altered in character when 
drawn and collects a. yellowish color- j 
ed sendiment upon standing. In 'less | 
pronounced cases there may be little 
visable change in the milk, but an 
examination would reveal a large 
number of germs. 


Noninfeetious garget is caused by 


bruises or other injuries, or by a sud- 
den congestion of blood in the udder 
as frequently occurs in heavy milkers 
and in heifers at first calving. 
Af- 


fected animals usua.lly make a com- 
plete recovery if given one and one- 
half pounds of epsom salts and their 
feed is restricted to that of a succu- 
lent nature. 


The cause of infectious garget is a 


germ or germs. When many of them 
•ire present in the udder not only is 
the milk changed as mentioned above 
but the udder becomes hot and sen- 
sitive to the touch. 


The importance of the infectious 


form of garget rests in the fact that 
it is not easily cured and has a ten- 
dency to recur. 
Furthermore the 


disease is easily conveyed to healthy 
cows thru the medium of the milk- 
ers hands or contaminated material 
of any kind, unless precautions are 
tti ken to avoid the transfer of the 
germs. 


Temporary relief may be given by 


bathing the udder with hot water for 
one-half hour each morning and ev- 
ening. 
After thoroughly drying the 


surface of the udder, warm cotton- 
seed oil should be rubbed in with the 
palm of the hand. 


A complete cure is possible in most 


cases only by drying off at once so 
that her system may be free to fight 
the disease-producing germs that are 
present in the udder.

Acres 
Knough" 
back-to-the-1 a n d 


movement in the conclusions drawn 
Ity 
the 
Department of Agriculture 


from a recent farm management sur- 
vey of Chester Co., Pa. 
According to 


the Department, "Forty Acres En- 
ough" barely fills the bill when gen- 
eral dairy farming is. in question. 


"Below forty acres," we are told, 


"the difliculties of success with the 
type of farming most prevalent in 
this region, namely, dairying, are so 
great that only one man in sixteen 
was ab'lo to make over $1000 a year 
Cor his labor." 
It is shown that the relative cost of 


equipment 'for the small farm is so 
high as to make the cost o£ operation 
much greater per bushel or per pound 
of product than on larger farms of 
the same type. 
OC the idea on which 


so many real estate fchemes are 
based, namely that the small farm is 
ihe ideal American agriculture, the 
authors of Hie bulletin embodying the 
report of the survey say: 


"It 
is a distinct fallacy. 
Very 


small farms are difficult to make suc- 
cessful 
anywhere, under 
American 


conditions, and it is only the except- 
ional man who is equal to the task." 


Many inquiries reach the editor of 


this paper on how best to apply iod- 
ine to a cut or abrasion in order to 
prevent it from becoming infected. 
One of the most convenient methods 
is . to use a stick impregnated with 
iodine. These caji be obtained at any 
drug store. 
They come in bunches 


packed twenty in a small glass tube. 
The tip of each stick has a head like 
a match, made of resublimated iod- 
ine GO per cent, and iodide of potas- 
sium 40 per cent. Theis when dipped 
in water liberates an average 10 per 
cent solution which should be applied 
freely to the cut and left to dry. 


In using iodine it is essential to 


remember that no wet dressing may 
be applied. 
Exposure to the air will 


do no harm, and the sore shou'id be 
covered only when there is danger of 
it being irritated by coming into con- 
tact with foreign bodies and thus 
becoming torn open.
